try rolled along at a brisk clip in the 
first six months of 19S7. 


Pacc-sctlcr was the sleet industry, 


speeding up to the highest peace- 
time top on record. 


This energy, business observers said, 


reflected the underlying momentum 
of recovery. 


It owed Its strength to higher farm 


and industrial purchasing power. It 
sluiced its fuel in through the channels 
of expanding production of electric 
power, motors and a host of other man- 
ufactured products. And it bore wit- 
ness to long-deferred demand for dur- 
able goods and to freer consumer 
spending born of increased confidence. 


Prices Drop 


Progress during the first halt of 


92.3 pel4 cent of capacity In the week 
of April 17. 


Motor output hit a high of around 


142.MO units in the week of May 15, 
then, slackened with the approach of 
summer. 


Electric power production held well 


above the 2,000,000,000 kilowatt-hour 
weekly mark throughout the period 
but the margin of gain over 1930 was 
reduced during the spring. 


Freight carloadings pushed up to 


around 800,000 cars a week and gave 
promise of a fall high of approximately

I met "Machine Gun" Kelly and the 
utomatic snitch my fourth day in 
Alcatraz. 


That was the day I took my place in 
he lockstep of the prison routine. It 
was the day I went to work in the 
aundry. 


The man I had spotted in the dining 


room as Kelly was wrapping laundry 
T few feet from me. 


He is gray at the temples, 42 years 


old, laughing and talking all the time 
ie can. 


When he turned I got a look at a 


canvas belt he was wearing. It had 
"George Kelly" written on it in pen- 
cil. . 


He was easy to gel acquainted with, 


didn't make any bones about his past. 
He seemed to like to talk about some 
of the things he had done, particularly 
the kidnaping of Charles F. Urschel. 
Oklahoma oil millionaire. 


"Urschel was nervous and scared 


when we were taking him out to the 
Shannon place," Kelly said. "He said 
to us: 
" 'You ought to think about my wife 


and family.' 


"He said, "I've got 52000 on. me I'll 


give you. Why not take it and turn 
me loose?' "

Machine Gun once came over laugh- 


ing about a letter his wife, Katherine 
Kelly, had written to him. 


She says, 'George, darling, you 


thought I was tough. 
" 'You ought to see mama now. 


She's tough as a boot and twice as toll 
since she got in this place (prison).' " 


It Gives You Away 


The automatic snitch is quite a de- 


vice. 
•• 
Every time you leave the cell, house 


you go through one of the things. 


Every time you leave the recreation 


yard to go into the bigger enclosure 
where the work buildings are you go 
through another one. 


U you have any metal on you, the 


snitch gives you away. 


"Buzz, buzz," says the snitch, and the 


guards shake you clown and find out 
what kind of metal you have. 


Each snitch has two steel boxes about 


two and one-half feet apart. You walk 
between them. 


A hookup of magnetism and elec- 


tricity sets off the buzzer when any 
metal comes along. 


I have seen them strip a man to his 


skin when a buzz sounds as he goes 
through. They keep searching him, 
working on the machine and sending' 
him through until the buzzing stops. 
\ 


It took them three days to get things ^ 


lined up for me to go to work. 
( 


"Clean" Means Just That 


The first of the three was my first 


dull clay on "The Rock." It began at 
6:30 a. m. when the bell rang. 


It was 20 minutes until breakfast. 


In that time I washed up. dressed, 
made my bed, cleaned my cell. 


And speaking of cleaning up, Al- 


catraz is the cleanest prison I ever saw. 
They make you keep yourself and the 
cell clean, and when they say clean 
they moan without any spots. 


Breakfast that first day was at 6:50 


a. m. We were out at 7:10 a. in. and I 
returned to my cell. 


I was there all clay except for a trip 


to the hospital for a complete physical 
examination and blood tests. A guard 
brought around a questionnaire which 
I filled out. 


The second clay I got taken clown to 


the issue room and 1 got my first real 
introduction to the warden. 


"If any of your clothes don't fit, say 


so now," he said. "You are the one 
v/ho must wear them. 


"Your cell will be No. 355, and you 


will do laundry sorting work." 


And then came the fourth day, the 


one I went to work. 


Kick Out of Talking 


After breakfast instead of falling out 


of line and going back to my cell, I 
marched out through the snitch into 
the- recreation yard with the others. 


We were lined up in six main lines, 


but some of the lines had several di- 
visions. 


As soon as we stepped out of the 


building, until the whistle blew, we 
could smoke and talk. 


It had boon four clays since I had 


been able to talk to anybody bul a 
guard or official; it seems nutty that 


a man would get a kick out of just 
talking, but I clid. 


One division takes in.the dock work- 


ers. They load and unload cargo at 
the docks, search the laundry, haul the 
laundry to the laundry building. 


A second is the garbage detail. It 


picks up all trash and garbage from 
the different residences and kitchen. 


The cleanup gang -takes care of the 


flowers, sweeps (he streets, main- 
tains cleainliness, 
does 
the janitor 


work in the administration building. 


The mat shop workers make rubber 


mats from old auto tires for govern- 
ment use. 


The laundry detail employs as many 


men at all the other jobs put together. 
It does all the laundry work on the 
island, the work for the army posts in 
San Francisco, for 
army 
transport 


shops, some of which brings us about 
5000 pieces of work each time. 


The machine or blacksmith shop 


docs iron work, remodels bars, re- 
pairs trucks. The model shop makes 
furniture, a good deal of it. 


The tailor shop makes prison clothes, 


guard uniforms, release suits or prison 
clothes—you can tell they arc prison- 


made as far as you can see them. 


Check Off Each Man 


Those arc the main work divisions. 


When the whistle blew, the line near- 
est the gate went out first. Every man 
called his number as he went out, and 
it was checked against a list. 
. We went through a second snitch 
and marched into the building. We
